Justice Hitz in charging the jury, declared that he did" not 


• wsffit any "political indictments" in his court. Nor does he 
want any indictment "based, upon scandal" or rumor," he ad- 
ded. The wheels of justice immediately got to work. Atlee 
Pomerene and Owen J. Roberts, special government oil coun- 
sel,'immediately prepared to bring to the jury's attention-the 
huge mass of documentary evidence purporting to prove that 
criminal intent figured in the leasing of the naval oil reserves. 


Justice Hitz sounded the opinion of the American people, 


rvho, in the whole nasty mess of scandal, insinuation and open 
charge, want above all things else, to see the guilty punished 
and the honest freed of suspicion. There must be no politi- 
cal indictments. Scandal'and ".rumor must.be ignored. At the 
same time the firm hand of justice should not suffer from that 
fright peculiar to new actors, appearing before a large audience 
of the young hunter shooting at his first stag. The findings 
must be fearless. Faith in government has been shattered too 
severely for an indignant people to tolerate further tamper- 
ing with public confidence.

guard to former.Emperor William for 
eight years, according to his creden- 
tials. Is at present in Hoqulam, Wash, 
looking for a Job. His name is William 
Huwe, and he says that five of his 
brothers were on the 
German firing 


line during the war, two being killed. 
But William Huwe's wartime, duties 
took him no nearer than'25 miles from 
the front, he said, the Emperor having 
viewed the hostilities from that dis- 
tance through powerful-field glasses. 


Huwe was educated, in the

military schools of Germ-any" and

cals of Germany as well as of other'

helm's bodyguard. Ho became body- 
guard to the Kaiser In 1910. and from 
that time until the "abdicated ruler 
fled across the Netherlands border he 
was his constant attendant. He stood 
hi the receiving line at state functions 
accompanied the Kaiser on state pro- 
gresses and excursions, was with the 
imperial master 
aboard the 
royal 


yacht on visits to European 
ports, 


and was his companion on his hunts 
through, tha German forests.
